It is generally believed that the plat­ 
form will be satisfactory to the gold 
standard men of all sections of the 
country and will not afford any degree 
of comfort to the silver states. Accord-

lng to present reports thirty-two mem­ 
bers of the resolution committee will 
be in favor of an outspoken declara­ 
tion for the gold standard. The middle 
and southern states and some of the 
western states have led in the declara­ 
tion of gold. From statements made 
by the silver men it is probable that 
after making an earnest fight they will 
walk out of the convention. 
There is authority that ought to be 
authentic for stating that the following 
is regarded with favor by Maj. McKin­ 
ley: 
“The republican party is unreserved­ 
ly for sound money. It caused the en- 
•actment of the law providing for the 
resumption of specie payments in 1879; 
since then every dollar has been as 
good as gold. 
“We are unalterably opposed to every 


actions oi The Reed men. AIT or the 
leaders in his interest were closeted 
until away after midnight. None of 
them appear sanguine of a chance to 
nominate the Maine man, but they say 
they are preparing for any exigency 
that may occur in the convention 
Senator-elect Foraker, who will be 
chairman of the committee on resolu­ 
tions, said that the tariff plank will 
be a distinct declaration in favor of 
protection, but that the McKinley law

Conditions 
have changed, he said, and tariff laws 
must change with 
them. 
Senators 
Quay, Lodge, John S. Wise and others 
conferred with Senator Foraker, urg­ 
ing him to insist on the committee 
having gold put in the platform. 
The convention will be called 
to 
order, barring the 
usual delays, by 
Chairman Carter of the national com­ 
mittee, who will make a speech. Then 
after the usual reading of the call and 
the preliminary motions Temporary 
Chairman Fairbanks 
will 
be intro­ 
duced. The roll of states will be called 
for the appointment of standing com­ 
mittees, and the convention will ad­ 
journ. 
The greatest interest now 
centers 
upon the committee 
on 
resolutions. 
The bimetallists claim there were so 
many equivocations in the resolutions 
adopted by the various states that the 
true result cannot be determined until 
the fight for the chairmanship of the 
committee on resolutions 
is 
settled.

also favor the use of silver as inter­ 
national money either through inter­ 
national agreement to secure a com­ 
mon ratio, with free coinage at such 
ratio by the agreeing nations, or by 
concurrent legislation of the leading 
nations to accomplish the same pur­ 
pose. 
“That pending such arrangement, 
which should be prompted 
by 
the 
power of the United States, it is un­ 
wise and inexpedient for the United 
States alone to adopt the free coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16 to I,and 
therefore we oppose such free coinage 
of silver.” 
This resolution was adopted after a 
number of others ranging all the way 
from a gold standard to almost silver 
coinage were disposed of.

The Bicycle Ordinance. 
An ordinance *o regulate the use of 
bicycles and similar vehicles in the 
city of Janesville. 
The mayor and common council of the city of 
Janesville do ordain as follows: 
Se tio n I. No person shall ride a bicycle or 
sim ilar vehicle upon any street, alley or public 
ground witbiu the city of Janesville at a speed 
exceeding ten miles au hour, or in such a m an­ 
ner as to endanger pedestrians travelog upon 
or crossing 
such streets, alleys oi 
public 
grounds. 
S e c ti o n 2. No person shall ride a bicycle or 
similar vehicle at any time upon the sidewalk 
on any street In said city between Prospect and 
Wall streets on the north. Division street on the 
east, South Third and Center streets on the 
soutL and Academy street on the west,nor upon 
the sidewalk of any other street, between tire 
hours of sunset and sunrise; and any person 
riding such vehicle shall keep to the right of the 
middle of the traveled part of any street or al­ 
ley; and not more than two persons shall ride 
abreastlexcept ia a general parade or public 
dem onstration; and any person riding such ve­ 
hicle shall give the right of way to all pedestri­ 
ans walking upon such side walk or street. 
S e c tio n 3. Every person riding any bicycle 
or similar vehicle shall at all times be provided 
with a suitable bell, whistle or alarm signal and 
give proper and sufficient warning of approach 
by sounding the same, and shall during tile 
evening and night time be provided with a suit- 
oble lamp or lantern lighted and attached to the 
vehicle In such a manner that the same shall be 
a warning of approach; provided, however, that 
neither this nor the ^foregoing sections shall be

standard platform, and for a time two 
extremes will meet and unite. Up to 
this point the silver men in the con- I 
ference were of) one mind, but when I 
the matter of subsequent action came 
up two plans were proposed. 
It wras proposed to issue an address 
to the republicans of the United States 
explaining why the western republic­ 
ans who believe in free silver will 
no longer be able to act with and af­ 
filiate on political lines with the re­ 
publicans of the east. 
This address, 
it was explained, would be in the na­

>aith the believer in the new science. 
Mr. Roosevelt s fine teeth have been the 
subject of considerable comment by the 
New York newspapers ever since he was 
made police commissioner, but nobody 
bas as yet applied to them this theory of 
character reading. Why not try it on 
now? Would it not be a laudable ex 
peri ment to try this same method to 
nil sorts of persons—beginning, of 
course, very early in life, before the 
dentists have upset nature’s handiwork 
with their artifices and made “improve­ 
ments” on that good lady’s crude and 
early efforts?

How­ 
ever, if there must be as many new 
sciences as there are fashions, this in­ 
fant one is as well as another, and may 
yet grow to dignified proportions, 
though it is feared it will be some time 
before it is self-supporting.

It 
was the basis of nearly all dyes and the 
root from which it was obtained was 
grown on a great scale in Europe and 
Asia. But alizerin obtained from coal 
tar has destroyed this agricultural in­ 
dustry by driving the plant out of the 
market Alizerin is the coloring prin­ 
ciple of madder. 
From coal tar also 
comes 
purpurine, 
which 
nowadays 
forms the basis of many dyes. Some 
time ago Baeyer, a German chemist, 
manufactured indigo as pure as that 
yielded by the plant. 
Commercially 
speaking, the artificial Indigo has not 
been a success, simply because other 
dyes made in the laboratory do the 
same work more cheaply. 
Everybody 
knows that the “artificial camphor" 
sold in the shape of “moth balls” is 
gotten from coal tar.
